Because it is located deep 
in the chest and neck, the 
esophagus is well protected 
from injury from the out- 
side, External penetrating 


injuries are rare as are 
nonpenetrating curshing 


wounds. However, injuries 
to the esophagus do occur 
from materials swallowed, 
such as caustic substances 
and foreign bodies. 


Burns due to swallow- 
ing lye are not as common 
as they used to be, chiefly 
because the use of lye as a 
cleansing agent has de- 
creased in recent years. 
It is likely the active cam- 
paign of safety education 
pointing to the danger of 
leaving lye within reach of 
children has reduced such 
injury.

Computers Used 
At Auburn 
For Soil Test 


The astronauts aren’t the 
only people using computers 
these days. Now the folks at 
Auburn are using the mechani- 
cal “brains’’ to help speed soil 
test reports back to farmers, 

T he IBM computer on the 
Auburn University campus will 
be used to process test re- 
sults, thereby enabling farmers 
to get their reports at least 
one week earlier during rush 
season,s ays W, H, Kinard, 
Covington County Extension 
Chairman, 

Two other new ‘wrinkles’ 
are also being added to the soil 
test procedure, One is that 
results will come back to the 
farmer onanew reporting form, 
which will’ be typed by the 
computer, 

Probably the mostimportant 
change is that no fertilizer 
grade examples will be listed, 
The pounds of actual plant nu- 
trients needed per acre will 
be recommended as on pre- 
vious reports, Instructions and 
a chart on the back of the form 
explain how to select your ferti- 
lizer grade, 

‘We feel that this will de- 
finitely help farmers, espe- 
cially inthe spring when they-~re 
trying to get in the fields as 
soon as possible,’' adds Kinard,

to be in operation by January 1,

EQUILIBRIUM DISORDERS 


Disorders of equi- 
librium occur in connection 
with many medical and neu- 
rologic diseases. Dizzi- 
ness, giddiness, and ver- 
tigo are terms used to 
discribe the sensation of 
disordered equilibrium. 

-Dizziness is a sensa- 
tion of rotation, uncertain- 
ty, insecurity, unsteadi- 
ness, faintness, lighthead- 
edness, and a swimming 
feeling in the head. 

-Giddiness is much the 
same as dizziness, but with 
more implication of altered 
consciousness, blurred 
vision, and sensation of 
swaying. 

-Vertigo means a sen- 
sation of turning, either of 
one’s body or of the sur- 
roundings. When the sen- 
sation is as if the external 
world is revolving. around 
the individual, it is known 
as objective vertigo. If the 
individual himself feels he 
is revolving in space, the 
expression subjective 
vertigo is used. 

Vertigo may result from 
disease of the inner ear or 
from heart, stomach, or 
eye disorders. The symp- 
toms of vertigo usually 
come on suddenly and last 
but a short time, although 
they have been known to 
linger for weeks or months, 

If vertigo is severe, 
equilibrium is almost in- 
variably affected; and the 
individual reports his sym- 
ptoms are most trouble- 
some when. he attempts to 
sit, stand, and walk. Often 
his awareness of vertigo 
increases when standing up 
or making a motion that re- 
quires him to be careful, 
as when descending a stair- 
way. 

Disease of the brain is 
sometimes responsible for 
vertigo, and the condition 
may also result from neu- 
rological causes. Medical 
men refer to vertigo as 
a conflict of stimuli with- 
in the vestibular system 
resulting in spatial disori- 
entation,

North Vietnam, 
nor the big sup- 
ply depots, nor 
the airfields 
where enemy 
planes are kept. 
We should im- 
mediately de- 
stroy the indus- 
trial potential in 
the Hanoi-Hai- 
phong area, 
This is where 
munitions are 
made, This is 
where oil is 
stored. This is where supplies are 
received. We should give fair 
warning to the countries sending 
ships to these areas to keep their 
ships out or run the risk of being 
bombed. After that, we should 
destroy the oil stores, the muni- 
tion stores, the wharfs, the build- 
ings housing the headquarters of 
government and military opera- 
tions, and in fact the whole war- 
making capacity of North Viet- 
nam, We could do this in the 
most humane way possible by 
telling Ho Chi Min that it would 
be done, unless he stopped ag- 
gression in South Vietnam, 

In our opinion it is poor strat- 
egy to keep unloading vast 
quantities of bombs on forests 
and rice paddies of South Viet- 
nam, while making relatively 
minor raids of ten to twenty tons 
of bombs on the more important 
targets in North Vietnam, Even 
at that, these light loads of 
bombs are not dumped on the 
really important targets in 
North Vietnam, but on such sec- 
ondary objectives as_ bridges, 
roads and railways. These can 
all be quickly restored. 

It is highly immoral to sacri- 
fice the lives of American boys 
in a war which we do not intend 
to win. No community was ever 
made safe by “containing” its 
bullies, or inducing them to come 
to a conference. Domestic tran- 
quility can be obtained only by 
soundly thrashing them. 

The liberals say that such ac- 
tion might escalate the war. It is 
far more likely to be escalated if 
we continue the fighting indefi- 
nitely without winning it, than 
it would be if we put forth the 
necessary effort to deliver the 
knockout blow promptly. This 
could be done long before China 
could be in position to take any 
serious action. If we show deter- 
mination and_ strength, the 
U.S.S.R. would certainly not risk 
an encounter, especially when 
the result would be a setback for 
their mortal enemy, the Chinese 
Communists, whom they know 
have designs on the empty spaces 
of Siberia. 

By refusing to win the war in 
Korea, we strengthened Chinese 
prestige, greatly lowered the 
morale of the free countries in 
Southeast Asia, and set the 
stage for the defeat of the 
French in Indochina and now for 
our own long continued indeci- 
sive war of attrition, the end of 
which cannot be other than de-

Businesses 


Senator John Sparkman 
(D-Ala.) announced recent- 
ly that loans by the small 
Business Administration to 
47 smallbusinesses in Ala- 
bama during August and 
September, 1965, helped to 
maintain jobs for more than 
400 employees and pumped 
a total of $2,245,000 into the 
State’s economy, 

‘In one of the highest 
2-month totals in recent 
years,’ Senator Sparkman 
stated, ‘‘a cross-section 
of small business firms 
in Alabama benefited by the 
lending program of the 
SBA. The smallest loan. of 
$2,200 was made to an ad- 
vertising agency with one 
employee and the largest 
loan of $275,000 was ap- 
proved for a sand and gra- 
vel company with 43 em- 
ployees.”’ 

Senator Sparkman also 
called attention to the fact 
that in 28 of the 47 loans 
local Alabama banks parti- 
cipated by advancing a part 
of the funds required by the 
small firms for growthand 
expansion, 

In addition to these re- 
gular business loans, it was 
expected that 75 new jobs 
would be created by a 
$166,400 loan to the Hart- 
selle- Decatur Develop- 
ment Company. 

Senator Sparkman also 
pointed out that these Aug- 
ust - September loans were 
approved by the SBA before 
that agency was forced by 
a shortage of funds to de- 
clare a moratorium on 
business loans in mid-Oc- 
tober.

Most Disabling Disease 


Nearly one-fourth of the 
applicants approved for aid 
to the permanently and 
totally disabled in 1964-65 
were suffering from heart 
disease (with or without 
hypertension), This im- 
pairment disabled by 
far the largest number, 
Pensions and _ Security 
Commissioner Ruben K, 
King told Governor Wallace 
recently in a _ special 
report. 

Aid to the permanently 
and totally disabled goes 
only to persons with a per- 


manent impairment caus- 
ing total disability, it was 
explained. Final authority 
for determing this eligi- 
bility factor rests with the 
State Medical Review Team 
consisting of a physician, 
a medical social worker, 
and consultants as needed, 

Because Alabama does 
not have a general assist- 
ance program(aid for any 
needy persons regardless 
of age) many persons apply 
for aid to the permanently 
and totally disabled who do 
not meet the requirements, 
Examples are persons to-
